FOOD ACTIVIST VANDANA SHIVA 
took to the lectern on a full stom- 
ach. Slated to deliver the keynote 
address of last weekend's On the 
Brink: Education for Hope confer- 
ence, Shiva spoke to the audience 
of 350 immediately after dinner. 
The crux of her message: rights 
and access to the world’s food and 
water supplies are being appro- 
priated by corporations. 

What we’re facing today, Shiva 
describes as the Second Enclosure 
Movement. “In the first enclosure 
we enclosed land. Now what's 
being enclosed is knowledge, 
water, biodiversity — the very 
basis of life.” Because seeds are 
being patented and water is being 
privatized, people are losing

She warned the members of the 
conference, hosted by the Global, 
Environmental and Outdoor 
Education Council, that “Trade is 
not the way to achieve conserva- 
tion of scarce resources.”

“birth rights” — access to food 
and water, free from corporate 
interests, says Shiva.

THE PROBLEM 1S ONE OF PERCEPTION, 
or maybe of definition, and you 
can blame David Hume or 
Thomas Aquinas or anybody you 
want, if you want. We convince 
ourselves that miracles are aberra- 
tions and rarities, and so it hap- 
pens that we overlook them when 
they do occur. And so, when we 
find ourselves confronted with a 
band that names itself after mira- 
cles — the Two-Minute Miracles, 
for instance — we laugh and 
make fun.

“TT NEVER FAILS,” SAYS JOHN HUDSON. 

You might happen to mention 
an upcoming project, says 
Shadow Theatre’s artistic director, 
and James DeFelice always has 
the inside scoop. You're going to 
do Honour? The Edmonton direc- 
tor saw it last year in New York. 
Picking up a hot new property? 
DeFelice saw it yesterday. 

Tell him that you're taking on 
The Odd Couple, says Hudson, and 
DeFelice will tell you, “Oh, well, I 
saw the very first performance of 
The Odd Couple in Boston in try- 
outs before the Pigeon Sisters 
were written back into the play.” 

Everyone into the Time Tunnel. 

We're not talking about the Jack 
Klugman/ Tony Randall Odd 
Couple, which still hasn’t left our 
television screens but which net- 
ted playwright Neil Simon a pal- 
try $125,000; nor are we thinking 
of Walter Matthau and Jack 
Lemmon in 1968's big-screen ren- 
dering of Oscar and Felix, polar 
opposites thrown together by 
failed relationships. 

Nope. The original version of 
The Odd Couple hit the boards fea- 
turing Walter Matthau and Art 
Carney — now, unjustly, remem- 
bered only as the skinnier male 
Honeymooner. And when the 
world and James DeFelice first 
laid eyes on the piece in 1965, 
Simon was still struggling with 
the play’s third act. He’d been 
struggling, in fact, for quite some 
time, leaving director Mike 
Nichols to rehearse the first two 
frames repeatedly while Simon 
frantically and sometimes despair- 
ingly tried to get the show to the 
final curtain. Things looked grim 
until a Boston critic told Simon 
how much he'd missed seeing the 
double-dating Pigeon sisters in 
the last act. In place of a lightbulb 
above his head, Simon has said 


that he experienced “a two-mile- 
long neon sign.” 

Before all that, Simon had been 
obliged to reason with Matthau, 
who initially insisted that he 
wanted to play the impossibly 
particular Felix rather than the 
slovenly Oscar because, he said, 
that would involve real acting. 
Simon’s response was not unlike 
Hudson’s: “That's just so stupid.” 

There were certainly no casting 
quibbles for the upcoming pro- 
duction: the parts, in many ways, 
were preordained. “Jeff Haslam is 
Felix in a lot of ways,” says 
Hudson, who both directs and 
plays Speed, a participant in the 
play's perpetual poker game.

Used to seeing Haslam’s name 
associated with Teatro La 
Quindicina, the other company 
based at the Varscona Theatre, 
you keen-eyed folks may be rais- 
ing an eyebrow. Well, you might 
as well raise the other one too: 
Shadow and Teatro have joined 
forces, for the first time, to deliver 
a solid tag-team knockout. 

“It’s a play that both companies 
have been interested in for a 
while,” says Hudson; he himself 
has been discussing it for the last 
five years. “Each company has 
members that could certainly do 
the characters a lot of justice.” 
Take Haslam as Felix, for instance, 
opposite frequent Shadow player 
Glenn Nelson as Oscar, or 
Shadow’s Coralie Cairns and 
Teatro’s Davina Stewart taking on 
the Pigeon sisters, 

When Shadow announced that 
it had obtained the rights, Teatro 
supremo Stewart Lemoine asked

You may want to venture out to 
try The Odd Couple because, 
Hudson says, you may only think 
you know it. It has darkness 
absent from the TV series — and 
humour, likewise frequently 
absent. “It’s one of those plays 
when you read it and you laugh 
out loud you think, ‘It'd be lovely 
to hear an audience laugh like that 
and have a good time.’” 

Simon remains “arguably the 
most successful playwright of the 
last 50 years,” according to the 
director. “He had four shows [11 
Odd Couple, Barefoot in the Park, 
Sweet Charity and The Star 
Spangled Girl] running on _ 
Broadway at one time. Neil Simon 
is produced all the time, every- 
where — still.” 

And — still — Simon is called 
“middlebrow” by his detractors. 
Hudson disagrees. “Let's face it:

Summer movie season starts now! 


— it’s a good joke, and you're 
smiling. Two more jokes and 
you're grinning. And it just gets 
better. Summer blockbusters are 
often described as “popcorn” 
movies, and that description has 
never been more apt, cuz this 
movie has popcorn rhythm. Pop! 
— that’s funny — pop! — that’s 
good — pop! — that’s cool — pop! 
pop! pop! pop!, on it goes, little 
moments, little gags. Here’s Peter 
learning he can climb walls, and 
here’s Peter discovering his web- 
bing, and here's Peter using his 
spider-sense for the first time — 
such a sweet scene.

Sam Raimi is revealed to be the 
perfect choice to direct this film. 
He's nailed the comic-book oper- 
atic sense, the simple iconic char- 
acters like the Shy Nerd or the 
Cute Girl Next Door. But more 
than that, he’s simply nailed the 
sense of fun that has to be a part of 
any Spider-Man movie. Reaching 
back to his Evil Dead days, he and 
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screenwriter David Koepp sell the 
story with gags and little bits 

not one-liners, but solid beats of 
comedy business that keer ill 
moving 

And casting? Please. Tobey 
Maguire has taken any doubts 
about his suitability for this role 
and pounded them into the 
ground with hammerblows from 
his genetically enhanced fists. He's 
nerdy, he’s befuddled, he’s ecstat- 
ic that he can jump over rooftops 
— he’s Spider-Man. Kirsten 
Dunst’s Mary Jane is an amalgam 
of the comics’ MJ and Spider- 
Man’s other girlfriend Gwen 
Stacy, and though it’s mostly a 
comic-book girlfriend role, she 
inhabits it with some appealing 
sweetness. And Willem Dafoe acts 
his freakin’ face off from inside 
that goofy mask, infusing his split- 
personality transitions with some 
nasty menace. 

Worthy of special mention is J.K. 
Simmons from TV’s Oz, here play- 
ing Daily Bugle publisher J. Jonah 
Jameson. He veers away from the 
“Par-ker!”-yelling icon of the car- 
toon series to create a new por- 
trait, and gets off a good haif- 
dozen of the movie's best lines in 
the process, 

Is the movie flawless? No. Like 
any bowl of popcorn, some of the 
kernels misfire. If the best part of 
the movie is the first half where 
Peter becomes Spider-Man, the 
pop pop pop rhythm tapers off a 
bit in the second half as the movie 
tries to figure out how to draw its 
themes into Spider-Man’s conflict 
with the Green Goblin. The comic- 
book tone almost always works, 
but there’s the occasional clunky 
scene, particularly some of Peter 
and MJ's romantic stuff. And 
yeah, it’s true, sometimes the 
effects look a little computery. 

But these are quibbles in a 
movie that entertains and enter- 
tains and entertains. The best trib- 
ute I can offer Spider-Man is that 
last Friday, with 90 per cent of its 
energy drained by some savagely 
incompetent sound at the Eaton 
Centre Cineplex Odeon, Spider- 
Man still caught people’s attention 
and made them laugh. Hell, they 
even applauded at the end. Now 
that’s a blockbuster.

He advertised for participants in three Braille 
magazines, specifying that candidates had to be 
over 18 and had to have experienced blindness 
prior to the onset of puberty. In the end, a total of 
57 participants — including one Canuck — 
résponded to Wilde's questionnaire Which is 
quite impressive given he asked over 200 ques- 
tions ranging from the basics (like sexual orienta- 
tion and how many times one masturbates) to 
more qualitative questions. about sensory stimula- 
tion (liké what turns one on): 

Not surprisingly, smell and hearing played a 
significant role in what turned blind people on 

“| get turned on by the smell of my partner's 
hair,” was one such response. 

Quite a few participants said they like fleshy, 
flabby partners. “That rarely comes up in surveys 
with sighted people,” says Wilde. 

Fleshy, flabby people have more texture, it 
seems, making it more fun to touch when you're 
blind. It also makes one realize how much our 
“ideal” body types are a cultural construction, 
says Wilde. “Blind people aren't inundated with 
billboards and bus ads full of slim, beautiful peo- 
ple,” he says. “They don't know what you're sup- 
posed to look like.” 

‘As a result, Wilde found that in response to his 
question “Would you date someone who was not 
good-looking?” all of the blind people he sur- 
veyed said yes, whereas most sighted people 
would probably have said no. 

So what tops the list in terms of appeal when 
you're blind? 

“A lot of them said that the voice of a partner 
is the most important thing,” says Wilde. “Most

From the one woman in her fifties 
who had never had sex, never masturbated and 

never had an orgasm, to the gay man who had 
had 200-plus partners and liked to go to the park 
for sex. His group included married couples in 
monogamous relationships, a Swinger couple and 
even a couple of guys who were into having 
women piss on them. Basically the same old shit 
you find in the sighted population 

Blind people even find a way to adapt kinky 
behaviour to their world. While you wouldn't think 
voyeurism would be a real turn-on for the blind, 
consider aural voyeurism: Wilde says that one of 
the guys, who was into piss, liked to linger 
around women's bathrooms and listen to the 
sound of urine hitting the bow! 

Given how much we try to protect young peo- 
ple from certain imagery, you have to wonder 
how much effect visual stimulus really has. 

Because, in many ways, it turns out blind peo- 
ple are just as perverted as the rest of us.
